Idaho farm workers, with time nnd one-half for all work in 
c.vccflS of (iO hours per week. Idaho now has a minimum wajtc 
of 75 cent.'i per hour, which docs not apply to farm workcr.i. 
In other action, tho make-believe state itcnate kitted 46-1 
a hill which woulii have handed the Idaho AdvertisinR com- 
mis.sion the job nf advertisinR Idaho's huntinK and fishing:. 
This work would have been 
financed by sale of nonresi- 
dent hunting and fishing li- 
censes.

(The offlcB routlna of 28,000 miillngii each 
year, more than 13.000 telephone calls an- 
nually, and all the detail Involved In answer- 
inK requests for information iind statlstlcai 
dftta, were surpMsJnp to nearly everyone. But" 
whcn_tl\ey^learned that all thls was but a

It's not the rivalry we wltncM anions busi- 
ness men. but a competition between cities 
and evelj slates In nil parts ot the countrj-. 

Those KavlnR-the many natural advantages 
with which Twin- Falls antl vicinity are 
blessed would be derelict Indeed to lose all 
the benefit of these potentialities by our own
